The 
body was found about 1000 yas. bj- 
low where the tragedy took place 
Friday morning, lodged :near thje1 
point of the island. Clammers, who 
assisted in the search with their 
launch, made the discovery.

bute to the excellent work of Shot

The old man looked at him, 
and merely remarking, 'You're Huxley, 
aren't you, the man that says we are 
all descended from monkeys?' went on 
his way, giving Huxley no chance of 
explaining matters or of protesting 
ngaiust the imaginary sin of his old 
friend being thrust upon his shoulders. 
A more careful, less prejudiced, per- 
usal of what Huxley said would havo 
set the old man's mind at rest and 
spared him this unmannerly response 
to a kindly greeting.

He pointed 
out the striking resemblances between 
man and the higher apes, and espe- 
cially the chimpanzee and the gorilla.

MORE MACHINERY RUSTS 


OUT THAN WEARS OUT. 


Where is the old fashioned farmer, 


who never hung up the scythe without 
first daubing the blade with tallow 
to keep is from rusting' Apparently 
his kind is not as common as it once 
was, for it is claimed upqn good au- 
thority that even upon 
Wisconsin 


farms more machinery rusts out every 
year than wears out 


This is the startling charge made 


by a man who is familiar with meth- 
ods of handling and caring for ma- 
chinery followed upon many farms of 
the state 
"Far too many expensive 


machines on many of our farms," he 
declares, 'have their bearings loos- 
ened and their framework warped 
and twisted out of shape too early in 
the period of usefulness because of 
needless exposure " 


"Farm machinery IB no different 


than any other kind of machinery— 
with good care it will last two or 
three times as long as when it Is neg- 
lected 
On every farm there should 


be a good tight machine shed—one 
with plenty of sliding doors, so that it 
will be easy to drive in and out with 
machines ' 


Blueprints showing drawings of 


model buildings of this kind may be 
had free of charge by writing to the 
agricultural experiment station, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Madison.

In the Good Old Dajs. 


For the benefit of those earnest 


souls, the uplifters and students of 
sociology, who hold to the theory that 
evil times and that things were better 
done in the good old days, the board 
of trade of Hartford, Conn , has un- 
earthed from the flies of The Courant 
of that city the following news para- 
graph, which appeared on Sept. 11, 
1854 


' Four Irishmen died yesterday of 


cholera in a tenement house on Mor- 
gan street near tha bridge 
It was 


found during the day that in a closet 
on the flrst floor, under the stairs 
one of the tenants was keeping a 
sow with her litter of pigs The au-

lime 
Put it into a pail pr kef. Pat i 


2 quarts of water upon it. When it 
gets hot, add a little more water 
from time ti time and stir until you 
have a thin creamy liquid. Strain 
this through a thin piece of cheese 
clfth or a strainer. Stir* it as you 
strain it into a 40-jallon barrel 
(kerosene barrel) of water. 


Take 4 pounds of copper sulphate 


(blue vltrol) tie it up in a piece of 
cheese cloth and hang below the sur- 
face of the water in. another barrel of 
the same size (40 gallon) 
Let this 


hang over night 
It will disaolve In 


that length of time. Or dissolve it 
by pouring boiling water upon it. 
Then strain into the barrel of clear 
water 


Stir the lime watered, the cooper 


sulfhate 
water 
vigorously 
Then 


pour a pail ful of lime water in to. the 
third barrel, then a pail full of the 
copper sulphate until the third bar- 
rel is full 


This is Bordeaux mixture. It is 


now ready to put into the sprayer to 
be put upon the potatoes at once. Do 
not mix the lime water and the -cop- 
per sulphate water any faster than 
you want to see it It is valueless af- 
ter it has been mixed forty-eight 
hours 
But they can be kept separ- 


ate almost any length of time without 
deterioration 


This is only good to prevent blight, 


and should be put upon the potatoes 
before there is any sign of blight to 
do any good 
One hundred gallons 


to one hundred and fifty gallons, de- 
pending upon the size of the top, 
should spray an acre. 


If you wish to kill "potato bugs" 


at the same time take, one-fourth 
pound of Paris Green, make a thin 
paste of it, then put it into the bar- 
rel of lime water and stir it thorough- 
ly 
Use as stated above 
In about 


three weeks 
spray 
your potatoes 


again. 


Remember that you are dealing 


with poisons, and care should be us- 
ed in handling them 


Materials needed 
Three old kero- 


sene barrels, 40 gallon, one pail, 
one yard of thin cheese cloth, two 
paddles, sprayer; four pounds of 
quick lime, four pounds of copper 
sulphate, one-half pound of Paris 
Green, eighty gallons of Bordeaux 
mixture and Paris Green.

Alfalfa Not a Cure-Ail for Every 


Farm and is Not Suited for All 


Soils and Districts. 


Many farmers have been led thru 


the excitement produced by alfal- 
fa trams, and other promotion*meth- 
ods, to plant alfalfa when (hey never 
should have attempted it, according 
to specialists 
of the Department. 


These specialists feel that there has 
been an unnecessary amount pf talk 
about alfalfa and too little actual at- 
tempt to demonstrate the limitations 
that exist with reference to growing 
that crop 
As a result the depart- 


ment, while it is helping farmers to 
cultivate alfalfa and other legumin- 
ous plants by preparing bacterial cul- 
tures, is also cautioning its demon- 
stration agants to teach the farmer 
to grow alfalfa where it is desirable 
to have it taught and where there is 
promise of success 
These demon- 


stration agents are particularly warn- 
ed not to encourage individual farm- 
ers to grow alfalfa unless the climate 
and other conditions and the soil of 
the special farm fully warrant the 
experiment which involves aff^'n- 
vestment for seed and cultivation, 
and if the crop is not successful 
means a waste of the land, over a 
growing season 
The question of 


whether alfalfa will grow is not a 
simple problem, but involves fre- 
quently a complicated group of pro- 
blems which have to be considered 
from several different angles and by 
several different groups of specialists 
Mere examination of the soil will not 
show what is going to happen with 
alfalfa 
The only way to discover 


whether or not it will grow is to try 
it inexpensively in an expermiental 
plot, get certain general facts in 
mind, and then extend the experi- 
ment to promising local farms with 
the help of the farmer himself. 


Only recently the department had 


requests for 50,000 to 60,000 pounds 
of alfalfa seed for distribution to 
some fifty or sixty thousand farmers. 
If the department had acceded to this 
request, it very- easily might have en- 
courage the farmers in that region 
to spend additional money for seed 
when they should not have undertak- 
en the culture of alfalfa at all The 
mere furnishing of seed is only the 
first step, because, its successful cul- 
tivation calls for special methods oi 
soil 
preparation, 
inoculation, and 


many other masters not commonly 
understood by those who have had 
no experience with this forage and 
cover crop. 


Alfalfa where it can be grown prop- 


erly is undoubtedly of much value to 
the farmer. 
In regions where it is 


already grown the farmer can gain 
valuable advice by consulting those 
who are already growlng_it success- 
fully 
Before becoming' a pioneer 


in alfalfa raising in his district,"how- 
ever, the farmer would do well to 
consult with hia State experiment 
station and so gam all possible in- 
formation that will heljp him to make 
a success, or else obtain information 
that will show him fully the danger 
of attempting to raise alfalfa and 
make clear to him exactly the rick 
is taking in attempting the expert 
of money, time, and use ofjand he 
ment

FAMILY 
LEAVES 


MEXICO CITY FOR VERA CRUZ. 


Over 1,300 Soldiers Act as Escort for 


Party—Dictator and Blanquet 


to Follow. - 


Mexico City, July 16.—At ten o'clock 


Tuesday night the family of President 
Huerta and other relatives and close 
friends left the capital for Vera Cruz 
aboard a special train. The train was 
composed of three sleepers and a bag- 
gage car. Running ahead of it were 
two military trains carrying 800 men. 
Following came another military tram 
with 600 troops aboard. 


The family of General Blanquet, 


minister of war, also left on the spe- 
cial. 


It is believed that President Huerta, 


General Blanquet and other high offi- 
cials will leave later. 


Vera ,'Cruz, July 16.—Carranziata 


agents here declare they have received

Huerta has left the capital.

report they cabled Carranza. 


No confirmatory information is ob-

ROADS WEST OF CHICAGO 


THREATEN STRIKE. 


AWARD 
MUST 
BE 
BINDING 


Employes on Western Roadi Cite Re- 


fusal of Eastern Linea to Abide by 
Previous Decisions—Vote of 160,000 
Employes Favori Walkout. 


Chicago, July 16.—Unless the 98 


western railroads give a guarantee 
that the finding of the arbitration 
board would be obeyed, the locemotive 
firemen and engineers declare they 
will never submit their demands to ar- 
bitration. This was the announcement 
made on Tuesday by Grand Chief En- 
gineer Warren S. Stone of the engi- 
neers and W. S. Carter of the firemen. 


The dispute between the railroads 


and their engineers and firemen in- 
volves an additional annual wage pay- 
ment of approximately $33,000,000. The 
railroads' managers insist that be- 
cause of adverse legislation and busi- 
ness conditions they cannot pay the 
extra sum. 


The Railroad General Managers' as- 


sociation received notice that the vote 
of the engineers and firemen was ap- 
proximately unanimous against renew- 
ing the present wage agreement and 
in favor of a strike if a satisfactory 
settlement could not be made. 


After the announcement the railroad 


officials asked that the result of the 
vote and what the engineers and fire- 
men expect to receive from the 98 
roads be submitted in writing. 
Thia 


document will be presented to the rail- 
road officials. Their answer may be 
a complete refusal that will end 
negotiations or may leave a loophole 
for further negotiations and a settle- 
ment. 


"It may be some time before the 


question of arbitration arises," said 
Grand Chief Stone. 
"When it does 


there must be some understanding as 
to whether the railroads will comply 
with whatever award is made. In the 
East the railroads have failed to obey 
the award of an arbitration board 
made two years ago. We will not per- 
mit such a situation to arise In the 
West We must have a guarantee that 
whatever award is made will be re- 
ligiously obeyed. 


"We do not have to arbitrate unless 


we wish." 


The trouble arose several months 


ago over the refusal of the railroads 
to raise the wages of the engineers 
and firemen, but these are expected 
to be supported in their fight by the 
members of other crafts. 


A strike would tie up approximate- 


ly 148,000 miles of railroad, Involving 
practically all lines west of Chicago, 
the Illinois Central and all Canadian 
lines west of Port William with the 
exception of the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
Besides firemen and engineers, the 
oilers, maintenance of way employes, 
clerks, roundhouse employes, conduc- 
tors and brakemen were represented 
at the meeting. One hundred and six- 
ty thousand employes are involved.

121 to 17. 


Franciscp Carbajal, the minister of 


foreign affairs, was then appointed 
president and took the oath of office 
at the joint session of deputies and 
senators. 
., 


Gen. 
Huerta and Gen Blanquet left 


the capitol late Wednesday night. 
They boarded a train on the Mexican. 
Midland a few miles beyond the city. 
It is thought they are going to Puerto 
Mexico. 


The scene In the chamber o£ depu- 


ties and the senate when Huerta's 
resignation was received was solemn 
and the enthusiasm with which the 
act was greeted was tempered 
by 


general sympathy for the abdicating 
president. 


Fear of Looting. 


The city is-quiet, but everywhere 


there is dread of rebellion and looting. 
It is realized that Huerta, in spite of, 
his faults, kept a strong hand on dis- 
orderly elements, and his successor, it 
is said, is not of a type to cope with a 
populace in revolt 


Carbajal May Yield to Rebels. 


Further than the announcement of 


Huerta's resignation, made after 4 
o'clock, the government is silent. It is 
believed, however, that Carbajal will 
turn the government over to the con- 
stitutionalists, and thus Insure peace. 
It is also hinted that Huerta will take 
the field at the head of the federal 
army. 


"War Will Go On"—Villa. 


Juarez, Mexico., July 16.—"The re- 


signation of Huerta and the naming of 
Carbajal as his successor will not stop 
the war," said Gen. Villa, when his at- 
tention was called to an extra an- 
nouncing the change of administration 
in Mexico City. "Carbajal is a scien- 
tifico and his presidency will simply 
mean the continuance in power of the 
men who for fifty years have grown 
rich upon the misfortunes of the poor 


j of Mexico. We must make our victory 
complete. My men are now getting 
ready for the advance. Huerta's re- 
signation will not stop them. I think 
you will find that Huerta intends to 
take the field. As I said, the war has 
just begun." 


News Pleases Washington. 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—News 


of Gen. Huerta's resignation as pro- 
visional president o£ Mexico was hail- 
ed by officials here as the first practi- 
cal step toward a quick solution of the 
Mexican problem. 


Huerta's resignation marks the cul- 


mination of more than a year's active 
effort on the part of the United States 
government to force his retirement. 
John Lind was sent to Mexico last 
summer in an effort to bring about the 
withdrawal of Huerta. Failing in this 
the United States government adopted' 
a policy that has slowly diminished 
Huerta's resources. 


With Huerta's retirement, the con- 


stitutionalists feel that their revolu- 
tion has triumphed. 
They 
turned 


against him the moment he overthrew 
Madero, the constitutionalists presi- 
dent of Mexico, in February, 1912, and 
have waged their war with unrelent- 
ing vigor ever since. 


Victoriano Huerta took oath as pro- 


visional president of Mexico on Feb. 
19, 1913, the day after Francisco I. Ma- 
dero had been arrested at the national 
palace. Three days later Madero and 
Jose Mai-ia Pino Saurez, vice presi- 
dent, were shot to death on a midnight 
ride under guard from tlie palace to 
the penitentiary. The manner of their 
death never has been satisfactorily 
explained.

MEXICO CITY FOR VERA CRUZ. 


Over 1,300 Soldiers Act as Escort for 


party—Dictator and Blanquet 


to Follow. ;' 


Mexico City, July 16.—At ten o'clock 


Tuesday night the family of President 
Huerta and other relatives and close 
friends left the capital for Vera Cruz 
aboard a special train. The train was 
composed of three sleepers and a bag- 
gage car. Rutming ahead of it were 
two military trains carrying 800 men. 
Following came another military train 
with 600 troops aboard. 


The family of General Blonguet, 


minister of war, also left on the spe- 
cial.It Is believed that President Huerta, 
General Blanquet and other high offi- 
cials will leave later.

This was the announcement 
made on Tuesday by Grand Chief En- 
gineer Warren S. Stone of the engi- 
neers and W. S. Carter of the firemen.

ern islands domestic scien:e has been deema 
the surest foundation upon which to build. 


To begin with, the home and Its women has 


been accepted by educators as the best process 
of. engrafting occidental c'vlllzation, education 
and culture on the stunted, half-wild growth 
which centuries of Spanish rule left behind. It 
was the Filipino himself nho pointed out the 
•way for the solving of bis own personal equation. 
Primitive as his home lift had been he had been 
living up to the best he knew 
When something 


better was before him he was prompt to see the 
advantages of the newer way. 


The domestic science of the Filipino was not 


science at all; it was only a crude makeshift, 
handed down to him from his ancestors 
His 


home was little better than a shack, very small 
and destitute of furnishings 
His diet was so 


restricted that the idea of such a thing as the 
art of cookery had never occurred to him 


His clothing was little—or nothing. 
With the coming of the American and his 


higher standard of civilization the Filipino, espe- 
cially he of the younger generation, saw life 
from a new angle 
He came to the realization 


that there Is more In life than the mere busi- 
ness of living 
He found that there is work to 


do; that he must do his share toward raising 
the standards of succeeding generations, that he 
had his allotted task in the bringing of the civili- 
zation of his country to a higher level. 


The first evidence of this awakening in the 


Filipino was the change in his method of life 
Gone are the open fires c^er which swung a sin- 
gle pot on a tripod 
Gone is the ancient habit of 


an entire family, including the pups and the rest 
of the four-footed animals, eating from a common 
dlah 
Gone also are the primitive sleeping ar- 


rangements 


To be sure the change was by evolution rather 


than by revolution, but its progress was sufficient- 
ly rapid and marked to compel the attention of 
the American educators who had gone across 
»eas to teach these primitive folk new things. 
They had gone with a notion that the Filipino 
could be taught the same things and by the same 
methods that form the educational system in 
California and New York, Texas and the Dakotaa. 


They found, however, that physical environ- 


ment and previous social experience had bred in 
the Filipino racial characteristics vastly different 
from our own and made of him a separate edu- 
cational problem 


The Filipino was not especially interested to 


whether or not he received mental training, but 
he was ambitious, cleverly imitative and keenly 
alert to the greater creature comforts of civili- 
zation which he glimpsed for the first time when 
the American came and conquered 
And for all 


his reputation for slothfulness he was willing and 
anxious to work for these things which so sud- 
denly he had come to desire—these tangible and 
outward signs of a higher civilization 


So it was that domestic science and vocational 


training became an integral part of the educa- 
tional system of the Philippines. A half-million 
Filipino young people are voluntarily m school— 
there is no compulsory education in the islands 
Primary English education is open to all and is 
incidental to the domestic science and vocational 
courses 


The Filipino knew what he wanted and he got 


It, and he is quite as happy as the more sophis- 
ticated souls imagine we would be if ever we 
did get what we want. 


One of the most potent factors in making the 


Filipino, not Into an imitation good American, 
but into a good, patriotic and useful citizen of 
his own native archipelago, has been the School 
of Household Industries In Manila 
Here an- 


nually from all the islands of the group, in ever 
Increasing numbers, young Filipinos are instruct- 
ed in domestic science and economy Besides, 
these young women are taught the more impor- 
tant if less remunerative vocation of successful 
housewife and mother. 


The course in housekeeping and household 


arts, one of the most important and most widely 
sludied of the several offered by the school, gives 
the young women a basic education in the three 
R,'s, three full years study being devoted to 
reading, writing, arithmetic and grammar 
In 


the homemaTter's course they study hygiene, 
home sanitation, physiology, cooking and the 
care of Infants 


A short course in nursing is given, and a full

and what went on within of no concern to the 
outsider he handed down to the Filipino. 


The Filipino, however, was far readier to as- 


similate the beneficent changes offered by the 
Americana. He promptly learned that sanitation, 
both at home and abroad, lessened the danger of 
plagues, which since time immemorial had 
mowed down the native population like grafn 
before a scythe. 


The Filipino is proud in his own way and has 


a strong notion of what are his personal rights. 
Anything akin to tyrannical enforcement of iron- 
clad rules would have defeated the whole scheme 
Hosts of domestic science teachers, equipped with 
the best training, have gone to the Philippines 
this last decade with high hopes and unbounded 
enthusiasm for the work before them, only to re- 
turn presently with blank failure the record of 
their Philippine sojourn. 


Those who have succeeded—and the success of 


these has been tremendous—have done so through 
intimate sympathetic understanding of the Fili- 
pino, the code and traditions which give him his 
own peculiar point of view and his essentially 
peculiar home life. 


Nothing in all the course of study offered by 


the school of household industries has seemed 
to interest the young women so greatly as the 
study of sanitation, hjgiene and the care of in- 
fants. While the Filipino himself may have defi- 
nite reasons of his own for desiring cleaner and 
more wholesome living conditions, the younger 
women have learned that to a lack of knowledge 
may be charged the terrific death rate among 
infants 
Out of each three round-eyed, smiling 


babies born one dies before it has lived a year, 
a victim of ignorance and unsanitary environ- 
ment. Innate, universal mother love was quick 
to value and acquire knowledge of anything 
which results in saving the babies 


But nothing in all the school is so variously 


interesting as the changes wrought by the study 
of cooking. In times past the Filipino had the 
scantiest variety of food, which was prepared m 
the simplest fashion, meat being a heavy item 
of his menu. The greatest delicacy of the Igor- 
rote was, and in some portions of the Islands 
continues to be, "pot roist a la Fido " Many of 
them still eat dog stew, but the majority are be- 
ginning to learn that there are- numerous other 
foods vastly more palatable and satisfying 


s 
Even the Igorrote maiden knows that if she is 


to get and keep a husband she must know mod- 
ern methods of conducting the modern home, 
which the men have acquired a liking for. 


So it happens that In the cooking classes are 


the youngest and prettiest and brightest of these 
future wives and mothers. 
And even in their 


dress they herald the new day. The picturesque 
and fantastic costumes have been discarded for 
simple checked gingham frocks under all envelop- 
ing white linen aprons 


In sharp contrast to these cooking school girls 


are the young women who are studying in va- 
rious other branches and clinging religiously to 
the gayly flowered skirts, tight at the hips, flow- 
Ing away to voluminous breadth and great trains 
at the feet, and surmounted by the queer little 
crisp cotton jackets, for all the world like badly 
cut kimonos and bunching up about the neck in 
an ungraceful fashion, always suggesting hump 
shoulders. 


To make beautiful laces and fine embroideries 


seems to be an almost natural art with the Fili 
pino girls, an inhefent aptness resulting unftou,bi 
edly from the uncounted generations of lace mak 
ers before them. 
The strong, supple and deli 


cately slender brown fingers are steady as iron 
The clear dark eyes are not tired by the Intrl 
cate, tedious patterns which would mean wreck 
of nerves and vision of women less patient ani 
tranquil minded. 


Lace making and embroidery were not Intro 


duced by American teachers, but were brough 
to the islands centuries ago by the Spaniards 
According to Medina's history, needlecraft wai 
taught in the convent schools as early as 163C 
and Retana In the early eighteenth century wrote 
that "the girls easily imitate the laces and em 
broidery of Europe" and that they perform "sue! 
work fairly well In a little time " 


The foundation being laid, it was an opportu- 


nity quickly seized by the American teachers 
and while the Instruction under convent teachln^ 
necessarily was restricted to a comparativel; 
small number, it is the hope of the instruptor 
of these days that needlecraft speedily shall be- 
come of universal knowledge among Fllipln 
women 
Also it is hoped that through their ap' 


nesa for embroidery and lace making there ma 
be opened up for them a steadily remunerativ 
occupation. 


In the nurse's training work also the idea ha 


been to provide the young women, with remunera 
tive work, but the beginnings In that line were i 
the face of stubborn prejudice" and opposition 
The natives were extremely suspicious of doctor 
and hospitals and it was quite beyond compre- 
hension that any young woman of mpdesty an 
good taste should be willing to undergo a nurse' 
experience 


A campaign of enlightenment had to be car- 


ried on before it waa possible to establish nurs- 
ing classes 
But the readily adaptable Filipino 


once convinced that the finest of young wome 
became nurses among more advanced and en 
lightened people, speedily abandoned her pre 
udlce. The set of the wind is now as strongly 1 
the opposite direction 
and the vocation 


trained nurse has so caught popular fancy tha 
the number of applicants each year is far greate 
than the capacity of the training school. 


In basketry and rug weaving another profltabl 


line has _ been opened for women, and by rar 
good fortune it happens that the islands produc 
in lavish quantities all of the required materiala, 
which with their commercial values unknown 
hitherto were permitted to rot In the jungles. 
Still another line of income is from the preserv- 
ing and canning of fruits for commerce, a line 
which at once makes income bearing previously 
wasted human energy as well as a vaat fortune in 
unused fruits 


So summed up the training of the young Fili- 


pino women means that when the Americans 
caW to teach them the desire for a better meth- 
od of living the new and strangely benevolent 
conqueror showed them at the same time how 
the desire might be gratified.
